SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


It has been a busy and challenging year for the Board of Selectmen. In October, Marion Varney 
resigned as Town Clerk/Tax Collector due to health reasons. In November, the town office was 
relocated to the Town Hall at 979 US Route 302, PO Box 540, Hart’s Location, NH 03812-0540. The 
telephone number at town hall is (603) 374-6397. Charles Ruggiero was appointed as Town Clerk and 
Tax Collector in late October. Charlie served through the end of January, 2010, at which point he 
tendered his resignation. 


Both Charlie and Richard Garabedian were instrumental in moving the town office and setting up the 
new office at town hall. We all owe Charlie and Richard a debt of gratitude for their substantial efforts 
in both the move as well as the establishment of communications infrastructure to allow the town 
office to function in the new location. The town has acquired a new computer and a printer/scanner/fax 
machine, and a new satellite dish has been installed to provide the state mandated internet access for 
Vital Statistics reporting. 


I’ve said it before, but this year it is more apparent than ever that we need the participation of all of our 
residents in order for the town to continue to function. You will notice that there are several vacancies 
on this year’s ballot. Nobody filed by the January deadline for any of the vacant offices. If you are 
willing to serve, please consider writing your name in on the ballot for the office of your choice, and 
let your neighbors know of your willingness to serve. Many, but not all, of the officers whose terms are 
ending have expressed a willingness to serve again. If you are unsure of who is willing to serve, ask 
before you vote. 


The Board of Selectmen will have two vacancies for the coming year. Richard Garabedian has 
tendered his resignation effective March 1*', 2010. Karen Capone’s term ends this year and she has 
indicated that she will not serve another term. Our thanks to Karen and Richard for the time and 
dedication they have shown during their time in office. We now need two new members on the Board 
of Selectmen in order to function as a governing board. 


We also have a vacancy for the office of Town Clerk and Tax Collector. State law currently requires 
the position of Town Clerk and Tax Collector to be filled by a town resident. Ed Butler will continue 
as deputy town clerk and tax collector so that we have a resident in this capacity; but realistically, as a 
state legislator and business owner, he does not have the time to perform the functions of Town Clerk 
and Tax Collector. Leslie Mallett, Town Clerk and Tax Collector in Bartlett, has agreed to serve our 
town as an interim Town Clerk and Tax Collector, in the absence of a town resident in this position. 
We will need to amend the town budget during town meeting to cover the cost of Leslie’s time and/or 
any additional town administration that may be required. 


We have advised the Department of Revenue of this situation and we will be working with the 
Secretary of State’s office to ensure that the town continues to function within the framework of the 
law. It will likely be necessary to follow up with special legislation in the State House to provide the 
exceptions required.

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BARTLETT — HART’S LOCATION 
TUITION AGREEMENT 


AGREEMENT made and entered into this day of ; 
20 __, by and between the Bartlett School District of Bartlett, County of Carroll, 
State of New Hampshire, hereinafter referred to as Bartlett; and the Hart’s 
Location School District of Hart’s Location, County of Carroll, State of New 
Hampshire, hereinafter referred to as Hart’s Location. 


WITNESSETH THAT: 


WHEREAS, Hart’s Location is desirous of having its pupils, grades K 
through 8, attend school in Bartlett, and has authorized its School Board to enter 
into a long-term tuition agreement providing for such attendance, and 


WHEREAS, Bartlett is maintaining a school system which includes grades 
K through 8 and its School Board has authority to enter into a tuition contract to 
receive pupils from Hart’s Location and is willing to receive Hart’s Location 
pupils and afford them a course of instruction to be given in the Bartlett School 
System, and 


WHEREAS, Hart’s Location and Bartlett are mutually aware of the 
educational and financial advantages to be enjoyed by both school districts through 
their association together under.a long-term tuition contract, particularly in terms 
of the long-range improvement of the educational environments and most efficient 
use of the tax resources in both communities; 


NOW, THEREFORE, IN CONSIDERATION of the mutual provisions and 
undertakings set forth, the parties agree as follows: 


lf, Tuition Arrangement — Hart’s Location shall send all of its pupils, 
grades K through 8, with the exceptions hereinafter noted, to Bartlett for schooling 
and shall be responsible for the transportation methods and expenses in connection 
with such attendance, and Bartlett shall accept said pupils and be responsible for 
their education on the same terms and conditions, providing them with the same 
opportunities for education and cultural advancement and improvement as is the 
case with pupils residing in Bartlett. Special Education costs, in addition to those 
included in the regular tuition calculations, will be the responsibility of the Hart’s 
Location School District. 
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2. Attendance Commencement and Term — Attendance of Hart’s 
Location pupils in the Bartlett School system pursuant to this agreement shall 
commence at the inception of the school year 266+-62 2010-11, and shall continue 
for an original term of three (3) years. 


3. Termination Notice — Automatic Renewal — This contract shall be 
automatically extended on a year-to-year basis at the end of the original term 
unless written notice of termination is given by either party to the other. Such 
notice shall specify the last school year for which the contract shall be effective, 
which shall be at least the third full school year following the school year shall be 
considered as beginning September and ending August 31 of the following year. 


The tuition to be paid by Hart’s Location to Bartlett for each of its students 
shall be calculated by taking the actual elementary general fund expenditures 
for the preceding year as currently reflected by line 7-26 of the MS-25 form 
filed with the Department of Revenue Administration (copy attached), and 
subtracting the amounts for transportation; any special education costs, 
including psychological and speech services, not included in the 
comprehensive school program and/or provided exclusively for Bartlett 
Students; plus an inflation factor equal to US Department of Labor Consumer 
Price Index — Size A — Northeast Urban (October of current year) plus 2.5%; 
plus or minus the net actual expenses for the prior year; and dividing those 
expenses by the Average Daily Membership (ADM) for the preceding year to 
determine the tuition per pupil, and attributing that cost to each Hart’s 
Location student. Each annual calculation report shall be appended to this 
agreement as a rider to the agreement. 


Hart’s Location shall pay a 2% rental fee as calculated by the SAU office and 


approved by the Department of Education. Each annual approved calculation 
report shall be included with the agreement as a rider.

Hart’s Location will pay direct costs for special education or other specialized 
programs not included, or unable to be provided in the regular operation of 
the school. 


oF Tuition Payments — Time of Making — Tuition payments, calculated 
by multiplying the applicable per pupil tuition rate by the actual number of Hart’s 


Location students attending the Bartlett School, shall be made on December 15™ 
and June 15™ of each year. 


6. Assigned School — Exceptions — Bartlett shall be deemed the assigned 
school for Hart’s Location pupils in grades K through 8 for the purpose of school 
attendance laws. 

be Joint School Board Meetings — The School Boards of Hart’s Location 
and Bartlett shall meet jointly at least annually and as many other times as the 
Boards mutually deem advisable while this contract is in effect, which meetings 


shall be presided over, alternately, by the Chairman of each Board.
